Dry conditions and strong 
winds have kept Antioch firefighters 
busy locally and in other communi- 
ties.

"This is just one example of why 
having plans like this are critical to 
our efforts." 

Earlier in the day, Antioch crews 
had been sent to Wauconda for an 
extra alarm grass fire, Immediately

. after returning from the Route 173 • 
fire, crews from Antioch were sent to 
assist the Beach Park Fire 
Department for a grass fire at the 
Illinois Beach State Park. 

Crews returned to Beach Park 
on April 28 when reportedly 700 
acres burned. 

* "We're hoping for rain," said Lt. 
■ Chris Lienhardt, information offi-, 
cer for the Antioch Fire 
Department. "All of these areas are 
normally green. The flipside, 
though, is that this burnoff is 
healthy and will cause plants to 
grow back in better shape. It's a 
natural process that's been going 
on in nature for years." . 

Lienhardt said the toughest 
decisions come in the assessment of 
the fire. 

"Wc have to protect people and 

real property. If it's in the middle of 

a swamp, we're going to let it burn 

, and not risk injury to our people," he 

said. 



Postal carrier food drive^

The food collected by the local 
carriers will be divided between the 
Antioch Township Food Bank and 



the St. Peter's Food Bank. None of 
the food collected from Antioch will 
leave.the area. ^ * H . 

Those with post bfficeboxes can 
bring in their donations to the retail 
section of the post office located at 
420 Orchard St. "This is the new 
office where you come in to buy 
your stamps," clarified Erickson. 

Erickson said the results of past 
food drives are a clear indication of 
how carriers feel about their com- 
munities. "Letter carriers are the 
heart and eyes of the community, 
walking and driving through every 
neighborhood and up and down 
every street," said Erickson. "They 
see, firsthand, the need and recog- 
nize the hardship and despair that . 
denies families even the basic neces- 
sities of life."

Question board of education vote 



I would like to thank all of the people who 
voted for me on April 1. 

I decided to run for the ACHS (Antioch 
Community High School) board after attend- 
ing the Dec. 12, 2002 meeting. It was apparent 
to me that both the school administration and 
the school board members were "out of 
touch" with the public. 

This was confirmed by the April 1 election, 
with three school board incumbents defeated. 

The platform that I ran my election cam- 
paign on was zero-tolerance, drug and alcohol 
free school; improved education; school fiscal 
responsibility; enhance sports programs. As a 
new board member, I am committed to this 
platform. 

■At the April 17 school board meeting, I 
introduced a school policy that would require 
the school administration to conduct a mini- 
mum of two K-9 school sweeps during school 
hours per semester. This motion was second- 
ed by Kathleen Van Dien. 

This motion was defeated. Vicki Axton, 
Joyce Heneberry, Phil Delany, Wayne Sobczak 
and Aileen Biel voted no to this motion. 

Almost every high school in the state has

Time's up 



Round Lake Athletic Trainer Mirjana 
Todgrovich's life just got a little easier. 
Last summer marked the start of 
the complete renovation of the 
school's athletic training room. 

Condell Director of Sports Medicine Larry 
Scire and his staff moved in, gutting out the 
entire room. They painted, knocked out walls, 
brought in brand new taping tables, two 
rehab bikes, an upper body ergometer— you 
get the point. 

Well, the final piece of the puzzle was put 
in place last week: the hydrotherapy area, 
which consists of a smaller whirlpool for 
lower extremity use and a full-size whirlpool 
for those aches and pains in the upper body 
area. 

"Before, we had to take coolers and fill 
them with water, so athletes could soak their 
sprains and bruises" said Todorovich, a 
Condell Medical Center employee who is cur- 
rently working on the final stages oFher thesis 
at Western Illinois University. She has been 
Round Lake High's athletic trainer since the 
start of this school year. 

"Knock on wood, the need for a 
hydrotherapy area wasn't too pending for the 
fall and winter seasons. Just a few strains and 
.-.pulled muscles. But now that we have it 
* makes things a lot easier. We want to be able . 
7 to identify and treat right away just about any 
and every injury we can. Now we can." 

Scire said the room is pretty close to 
state-of-the-art, from the machines all the 
way down to the medical charts on the wall. 

"The thing that really stands out when 
you first walk in is the sign, 'Here's our 
Panther Pride, where's yours?" he said. "Call 
it a statement. It's the perfect setting that 
mixes school spirit with that of a medical set- 
ting." 

Scire said the delay for installing the wet 
area was simply due to space and time, or 
lack there of. 

"We needed more time to finish the tile," 
he said. "We have to have it (the hydrothera- 
py area) elevated, as to promote drainage. It's 
like anything, though— a process. But now 
die room is pretty much done and we're very 
happy with how tilings turned out." 

In layman's terms, the bigger whirlpool is 
a tank big enough to hold one person. A hose 
feeds into the tank, pumping in water. The 
temperature should be around 105-degrees. 

Todorovich also added that she is very 
grateful to the resources. 

"We now have just about everything to do 
preventative measures before, during and 
after the season's," she said. "I'm very thank- 
ful to my co-workers and everyone involved 
who made this possible. To see what this 
room has evolved into is incredible. The sup- 
port of athletic director (Jim Prorok), the 
coaching staff, and the athletes has also been 
great." 

It was certainly an exciting challenge for 
Scire as well. 

"It definitely was a positive team-building 
experience," he said. "We basically turned 
this thing from aTimex into a Rolex." 

In addition to the advancements in sports 
medicine at the school, Dr. Jason Johnson of 
Drexler Family Practice in Grayslake makes 
weekly visits to the school. 

"That's a big plus," said Scire. "To have a 
doctor come in and make weekly checks on 
all of the athletes who have injuries."

them foster their desire to reach for the stars. The newly formed Waukegan Public 
Library Astronomy Club and veteran Lake County Astronomical Society both offer the ■ 
Lm opportunity to turn a simple interest about the night sky into a lifetime love of astrono- 
my. 

"Awe. That's why most people get involved in astronomy," explained Bob Bjork, the 
Waukegan club coordinator. "It's just as simple as that Show someone the rings of Saturn 
through a good telescope and that's the reaction you'll get — awe!" 

The Waukegan club had more than 35 people attend its first meeting and is still in the 
early stages of forming. The club will be meeting monthly and all Lake County residents are 
invited to attend. Bjork stressed that people with all levels of interest and knowledge are* wel- 
come. 



astronomy — they didn't even own a telescope," said Bjork "But that's the wonderful thing 
about being in an. astronomy club. You don't even need a telescope; other people have them 
and they are usually willing to share." 

Bjork, who is a circulation clerk at the library, said he started the club because he wanted 
to share his love of astronomy with others. He stressed that the hobby is as much about being 
social as it is about science. 

'That's the great thing about most astronomers, they're very generous folks. It becomes a 
very social thing," said Bjork. "It's an interest that brings people together. There're no issues 
of race, sex or ego." 

"Some of the light you're looking at in the sky is four billion years old. You're looking back 
in time. You're looking at light that was created before this planet was formed, that's mind- 
boggling. It puts things into perspective. We really are insignificant in the larger senseof the 
universe. That's what I love about astronomy. You can share your interest with anyone — a 
doctor, a lawyer, a bartender — it doesn't matter when you're looking through an eyepiece." 

The next Waukegan Public Library Astronomy Club meeting will be Friday, May 9 at 8 p.m. 
in Bowen Park in Waukegan. In case of inclement weather, the meeting will be moved to the 
library. For more information, contact Bjork at 847- 623-2041. 

Mike Polzin, the publicity chairman of the Lake County Astronomical Society (LCAS) agreed 
that astronomy clubs are a great way for the general public to learn more about the hobby. 
LCAS has more than 85 members and celebrated its 20th anniversary in February 2002. 

LCAS meets monthly in the Volo Bog State Natural Area Visitor Center, Ingleside. 
Members of the public are always welcome at the meetings, but due-paying club members 
gain a variety of special benefits. Some of these benefits include: use of the club's telescopes, 
access to books and computer programs in the LCAS library, help in acquiring telescopes and 
guidance in using them and annual trips to the Southwest for very dark sky observing. Dues 
are $20 a year. ■*.. 

There will be a special opportunity for the public to learn more about astronomy on 
Saturday, May 10 when LCAS presents its annual "Astronomy Day." The event will be held at 
the Volo Bog Visitor Center from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Event activities will include a comet-making demonstration, a scale model of the solar sys- 
tem, telescope displays, solar observing (looking at the sun through specially equipped tele- 
scopes) and children's activities. A public "star party" will kick off when darkness falls. 

'This is a great club if you are just starting out'because you can take advantage of the expertise 
of our membership," said Polzin. "It's a great opportunity for someone who isn't a member to look 
•through a variety of telescopes and leam about them before they go out and make a purchase." 

Polzin stressed that people should not be intimidated by the science of astronomy, 
because all people have a natural curiosity about the. stars. 

"Everyone has a basic wonder about the sky," said Polzin. "Most of us, when we were kids, 
looked up and were fascinated about the stars and how they looked. That almost universal fasci- 
nation is what gets people initially interested in astronomy and brings them out to our meetings." 

The next regular public LCAS meeting will be Friday, May 16 at 8:30pm. For more infor- 
mation, contact club president Jim Westgate at (847) 949-7324.

Portobello Piccata 



4 large-portobello mushrooms 

1 cup fresh coarse bread crumbs, 

preferably from brioche 
1-1/4 cups blanched almonds, 
toasted and coarsely chopped 

2 lot finely chopped rosemary 
1 Tbl. grated lemon zest 
Kosher salt 

Freslily ground back pepper 

Wipe the mushrooms clean with a wet 
cloth. Cut off the stems as close to the base as 
possible. Carefully slice off the slightly round- 
ed top part of each cap, so that the mush- 
rooms are as flat and even as possible and 
about 3/4 to 1 inch thick. This is necessary to 
create a flat surface that will brown evenly. 

In a large, shallow bowl, combine the 
bread crumbs, 1 cup of the chopped 
almonds, the rosemary and the lemon 
zest, and season with salt and pepper. 
Place the flour in a separate shallow bowl. 
Whisk the eggs in a third shallow bowl 
with 3 tablespoons of the lemon juice. 

Dip each mushroom in the flour and 
shake off any excess. Then dip it in the egg, 
allowing the excess to drip off. Finally, dip 
it into the bread crumb mixture to coat 
and set aside. 

In a large skillet (preferably nonstick), ' 
over medium-high heat, heat 3 tablespoons 



2/3 cup flour 
3eggs 

3 Tbl. plus 1/2 tsp. freshly squeezed . 
lemon juice 

5 Tbl. extra-virgin olive oil 

1 TbL plus 1 tsp. aged balsamic vinegar 

6 cups loosely packed baby spinach 

orarugula 

2 TbL coarsely chopped flat-leaf parsley 

of the olive oil. Decrease the heat to medium 
and brown the mushrooms on both sides, 
pressing down on them gently with a spatula 
to help the crumb mixture to stick. Cook for 
about 5 minutes per side, until they are 
cooked through, decreasing the heat further 
if necessary to make sure the crust does not 
bum. Remove the mushrooms from the skil- 
let and drain on paper towels. 

In a medium nonreactive bowl, whisk 
together the balsamic vinegar, the remain- 
ing 1/2 teaspoon lemon juice and the 
remaining 2 tablespoons olive oil. 

Season with salt and pepper. In a large 
bowl, dress the greens with half of the 
vinaigrette or just enough so they are 
slightly coated. Divide among 4 plates. 
Place the mushrooms on top. Drizzie with ■ 
some of tlie remaining vinaigrette and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley and the 
remaining 1/4 cup .chopped almonds.

Economy takes toll 
on state's education

Rising costs and 
stricter entrance guide- 
lines at the University of 
Illinois are results of a 
dipping economy, said 
the school's president 
James Stukel at a round- 
table with Lakeland 
Newspapers' editorial 
board. 

The university, with campuses in 
Urbana (UIUC), Chicago (UIC), 
Springfield (UIS) and other branch- 
es, has been losing money and facul- 
ty at a pace Stukel isn't 
happy with. 

"We've lost the equiv- 
alent of $277 million since 
1990," Stukel said. "We're 
beginning, to lose faculty 
because of budgetary 
issues. When a younger 
person sees that they 
wonder what (University 
of Illinois') dedication is to higher 
education. 

"Our state support is dropping 
like a rock," Stukel said. "We are 
going to have to aggressively raise 
more money privately (through 
alumni donations, endowed chairs 
and professorships)." 

To reduce costs and keep a high- 
er quality of education, entrance 
requirements have gone up in an

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effort to stave off more 
applicants, which Stukel 
says 20-30 people apply 
for each freshman slot. 

Options for students 
who can't get into the 
highly-competitive 
Urbana school do have 
choices, Stukel said. 

"UIC is now the place 
of choice if you can't get 
into Urbana," Stukel said. 
But he likens UIC to 
Michigan State and its relationship as 
an option in.-.that state to the 
University of Michigan. Although UIC 
and MSU are similar in standards and 
education, "the perception 
has not caught up to reality." 
Building more on-site 
housing at UIC and changing 
its image to a residential— 
not commuter— school 
might make it more attrac- 
tive to Chicagoland students. 
"I have legislators 
asking me why kids in their 
districts who are Merit Scholars can't 
get in," Stukel said. "We become 
more selective each year." 

With about 650,000 residents, 
some have called for a large four- 
year school to be built in Lake 
County. 

Stukel addressed that by saying 
that it has been looked into by U of I,

Crews at state park turn 
brush fire against itself

Dangerous, out-of-control fires could 
become common in Lake County— like a 
brush fire at the south branch of the Illinois 
Beach State Park this week— iftfiis moderate- 
to-serious drought gripping Lake County con- 
tinues drying the vegetation and trees accord- 
ing to a Beach Park official. 

"The drought played a serious part in this 
fire," said Bob Grosso, superintendent of 
Illinois Beach State Park, after a wildfire 
roared out of control and scorched over 450 
acres at the popular recreational park begin- 
ning at 8 p.m. on Sunday, April 27, and con- 
tinuing to around 2 p.m. on Monday, April 28. 

"There was a huge spectacular wall of fire 
about a half-mile long that had flames over 50 . 
feet tall at one point," said Grosso. "Usually at 



this time of year, there is a lot of water in the 
cat tails; but this year it is bone dry, which just 
added fuel to the fire," said Grosso. 

Fortunately, more than 150 firefighters ; 
from 40 different departments, led by Beach 
Park Deputy Fire Chief Ron Wojnarowskv 
were able to set a back fire at around 9 a.m. 
using diesel fuel along the railroad tracks near 
the west end of the park, effectively robbing 
the fire of its fuel, enabling the courageous 
firefighters to put it out. 

"We don't know what started it," said 
Deputy Chief Wojnarowski, as he rested in 
back of a pick-up truck, after successfully 
leading the charge to extinguish the fire. "It 
started near the lake by the tree line in the 
middle of nowhere. This is one of the biggest 
fires we've had, and I have been here 13 
years," he added. "It was a great team effort on 
everyone's part" -

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A Master Plan for Fort Sheridan Forest 
Preserve was approved by the county to guide 
natural, resource restoration; trails, public 
access improvements and golf course renova- 
, tion at the, 259-acre Preserve, located along 
Lake Michigan near Highland Park. 

After nearly a decade of work, the U.S. Army 
began transferring the northern 259 acres of 
land at Fort Sheridan to the county in 1998 for 
open space, recreation and preservation. The 
third and final parcel was transferred in April 
2001. 

Construction is expected to begin late Fall 
2003 or Spring 2004, and will take approxi- 
mately two years to complete, depending on 
weather and other work conditions. The bud- 
get-for the project is $14,469,060. The Forest 
Preserve Board of Commissioners will deter- 
mine other funding sources through their 
annual budget process and may include a 
bank loan for golf course improvements to be 
repaid from golf course revenues.

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EDITORIALS 

War on skeeters 
costly, widespread 

S keeters beware! The mosquito police are on the prowl in . 
the Lakeland area. No pesky insect will be safe. 
Conscious of the threat of further outbreaks of West Nile 
virus, officials at the municipal, township and county level 
area are organizing to attack mosquito larva this summer. They're 
planning the mission with military precision. Coordination is the 
byward. The 2003 War on Mosquitoes will be conducted on broad 
fronts with massed forces. 

Libertyville Township Supervisor Betty-Ann Moore expressed 
officialdom's typical viewpoint regarding abatement efforts. "We're 
responding to a problem. We want to keep it at bay," she explained. 
Township trustees awarded a $15,000 contract to a professional 
abatement company. An additional $10,000 was made available. 

While amounts vary, just about every Lakeland governmental 
agency is budgeting for mosquito abatement this summer. The 
Village of Antioch awarded a $22,165 contract with Clarke Mosquito 
Control to head off potential West Nile virus problems. Through 
aerial surveys, Clarke will identify mosquito breeding areas, lar- 
vacide and spray for adult mosquitoes. 

Many agencies are stipulating no spraying in response to public 
opposition. One of them is Grant Township coyering the Ingleside- 
Fox Lake area where electors voted a $35,000 expenditure for larvi- 
ciding, monitoring, indentification of breeding areas and education. 
Grant Township will be coordinating efforts with Fox Lake, Round 
Lake; Lakemoor and Volo for a regional response in a region heavy 
with lakes and wetlands. 

Warren Township Supervisor Suzanne Simpson is typical of 
officials who have become armchair experts on mosquito abate- 
ment. Simpson can speak knowledgeably on use of chemical pel- 
lets called doughnuts of "dunks" that will be given away in some 
cases or sold at cost to householders. The pellets are designed to 
kill larva in standing or stagnant water. Part of the educational pro- 
grams will be to teach homeowners how they can be unknowingly 
harboring breeding grounds in backyard wading pools and old tires. 

Professional input for Lakeland abatement programs is being 
provided by the Clarke company of DesPIaines that has been in 
business since 1946 and has a storehouse of information on Lake 
County conditions. Withthe help of the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District, an innovative adult mosquito trapping project will 
be tested this summer. Forest Preserve officials adopted a formal 
Mosquito Management Policy providing for public health protec- 
tion that is consistent with the federal Centers for Disease Control. 

Before summer is out, total cost of mosquito^abatement will be 
known. At this point, it appears expenditures could exceed several 
million dollars. More than a few officials are wondering whether 
the effort will pay dividends and if they're launching a new level of 
bureaucracy. With a new mosquito season fast approaching, 
they're taking no chances. 

Mitigation opens 
building process 

When it comes to building in flood plains and other 
environmentally sensitive areas, developers in Lake 
County can have their cake and eat it too. They do 
this through a wetland mitigation bank program 
administered by the Stormwater Management Commission. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers also has authority" to provide 
relief for building in otherwise prohibited areas through mitigation. 
In layman's language, developers are permitted to fill in wetlands 
if they dig a hole elsewhere that can collect and hold stormwater. 

Developers have the option of purchasing wetland mitigation 
credits if it looks like a project is going to be stalled or disapproved. 
Mitigation is required to take place within Lake County and, if pos- 
sible, within the watershed where the impact occurs. SMC has 
approved a bank in the DesPIaines watershed near Waukegan and 
has another bank up for approval for the Fox River watershed near 
Antioch. The Army Corps has four banks in the Des Plaincs water- 
shed and two in the Fox River watershed. 

In the broader spectrum, mitigation is part of SMC efforts to 
reduce flood damage. 

SMC aims to serve the general public as a whole and not be 
seen as a tool for developers. To this end, the commission opened 
its doors April 9 ina' day-long program to provide individuals and " 
small business owners with fioodplain information, essentially 
where they can or cannot build. 

With the mitigation program, though, for all practical 
purposes, fioodplain or wetland building prohibitions no longer 
are a factor.

Fort Sheridan Golf Course-Putting on the ritz 



The Lake County Forest 
Preserve is at it again. 
Commissioners are try- 
ing to spend our taxpay- 
ers' monies as if it's their own. 
Except that if it were their own 
money, I don't think that they 
would spend it so recklessly. 

The district is seriously con- 
sidering spending almost $9 mil- 
lion to renovate the Fort Sheridan 
Golf Course to become a ritzy golf 
. course where just about everyone 
that I know won't be able to play. 
While every taxing body around is 
pinching pennies during these 
tough economic times, the forest 
preserve district seems on the ■ 
verge of spending money it may 
not have to build another "upper- 
class" golf course. 

I understand that the course 
architect said that it's a spectacu- 
lar site, right on the lakefront, with 
just a spectacular potential. That 
reminds me of another "spectacu- 
lar lakefront site" for a golf course 
that many years ago was given an 
almost unanimous "thumbs 
down" by the district. None of the 
present board members were 
serving at the time. 

To refresh some old memo- 
ries, just shortly after U.S. Steel 
closed its lakefront plant, John 
Balen, now a Waukegan alderman, 
but who at the time was on the 
County Board, proposed the pur- 
chase of property along the lake- 
front to build a golf course. The 
board declared the idea as "out- 
of-bounds" as quick as you could 
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say "FORE." Mind you, John was- 
n't considering a plush golf 
course, but one that average golfer 
taxpayers could enjoy and at the 
same time changing the landscape 
of the Waukegan lakefront. 

I don't have anything against 
elegance, but I believe that the 
Lake County Forest Preserve 
extended itself enough when it 
built the Thunderhawk Golf Club 
near Beach Park. Of course, board 
member David Stolman indicated 
that making an upscale golf 
course at the Fort Sheridan site 
would "better match the expen- 
sive homes there." Since when do 
average taxpayers have to subsi- 
dize the surroundings of those 
who can afford very expensive 
homes? 

More and more, I hear taxpay- 
ers moan that the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District is going 
overboard with expensive "ameni- 
ties" that are siphoning off valu- 
able resources that could be used 
instead to purchase open spaces. 
Its successes in past referendums 
were mainly because voters sup- 
ported purchases for open space. 

This cockamamie plan to 



spend millions of taxpayer funds 
to renovate the Fort Sheridan Golf 
Course to a ritzy level far beyond 
what is needed is one more nail in 
the coffin of future referendums 
for the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District. I believe that 
some of the County Board mem- 
bers are quite aware of the risk. 
For them to say, well, the course . 
will not be as elaborate as 
Thunderhawfc isn't good enough 
for me and I don't think that the 
taxpayers will be taken in by 
attempts to minimize the glitz, or 
to in any way say all is okay just 
because it may be slightly less 
swanky than Thunderhawk. 

In a sense, by building a golf 
course way beyond the pocket- 
books of average taxpaying golfers 
who live within the boundaries of 
the district, isn't the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District discrimi- 
nating against those who can't 
afford to play golf there? 1 read 
where some of the public officials 
are anxiously looking forward to 
the opportunity to play at such an 
elegant course. Thunderhawk 
ought to be good enough for them. 

John Balen had a good idea 
years ago; an affordable golf 
course on Waukegari's lakefront 
and the County Board resound- 
ingly cried that he was "Out-of 
Bounds." To spend many millions 
of dollars to upgrade the Fort 
Sheridan Golf Course is an. idea 
that this County Board should 
resoundingly cry "Out-of- 
bounds." 
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Businesswoman Stisari Tenzi has turned 
to the airwaves to keep her campaign 
alive to win election as state represen- , 
tatiye. 
'Tenzi hosts a Sunday evening hour-long talk 
program on WKRS covering politics, current 
issues^and her views on Americanism. The pre- 
recorded program airs at 8 o'clock. She also fea- 
tures interview guests. 

Defeated by State Rep. Eddie Washington 
(D-Waukegan) last year, Tenzi is organizing for a 
challenge in 2004. 

One of the subjects Tenzi will be covering is 
Washington's role in making it easier for unions 
to organize municipal employees. Democrats 
want a five-employee minimum with certifica- 
tion coming on merely a show of approval cards. 
Tenzi is the self-employed owner of a military 
supply business that caters to recreation- 
oriented customers. 

Likes Edgar 

Green Oaks Mayor Tom Adams, who also 
serves as Lake County Republican chairman, 
views former Gov. Jim Edgar as a "solid choice" . 
to run as the replacement for departing U.S. Sen. 
Peter Fitzgerald. Adams thinks former Lt. Gov. 
Corinne Wood of Lake Forest and former Atty. 
Gen. Jim Ryan also deserve consideration. 
Whomever gets the nomination, Illinois will be 
in good shape to retain the open seat in 2004, in 
Adams' opinion. 

Growing force 

With three recent elective positions and the 
defeat of some tax referenda, members of the 
Republican Assembly of Lake County see them- 
selves as a growing force. RALC members elect- 
ed include Ed Sullivan Sr., Jack Martin and 
Tom Forrester.

Now that our Forest Preserve 
Commissioners have voted to spend 
some 8 million of the dollars they were 
given in this referendum to tear apart 
the golf course at Fort Sheridan and 
build their second "high end golf 
course" it seems my skepticism was . 
well placed. 

No person enjoys golf more than I 
nor is more disgusted by wasteful gov- 
ernment spending. For those of us who 
want to play golf, there are many great 
privately operated golf courses in Lake 
County open-to the public. At this time, 
all of them are struggling for^revenue to 
break even. Furthermore, I don't 
believe it to be good public policy to 
bulldoze a nice affordable little golf 
course, perfectly suited for beginners 
and recreational players, in order to 
spend millions duplicating the champi- 
onship, privately owned, high end 
courses that are competing for players 
in Lake County today. 

When the voters granted a tax 
increase last year, our Forest Preserve 
Commissioners told us they.needed the 
money to provide access to acquired 
lands. They said nothing about building 
a fancy golf course. The Fort Sheridan 
golf course isn't needed by the people 
of Lake County nor is it a good invest- 
. ment of public funds. Forest Preserve 
Commissioners need to rethink their 
decision in this matter. They need to 
recognize they are spending our tax dol- 
lars far differently than diey promised. 
And, in the future, they need to evaluate 
more carefully the advice they receive 
from Forest Preserve administrative 
staffers who recommended this project 
In the first place.

Now they say health costs are sky- 
rocketing which they are, but unlike the 
private sector where employees are 
asked to pay part of the cost as a sound 
business practice in managing this 
expense, the schools still believe they 
must provide every possible health 
insurance benefit which are mostly 




unheard of in the business world and 
the schools pay the full cost, 

If they do not pay and provide these 
extraordinary benefits to the teachers 
, union, they say they will lose teachers. 
What they fail to talk about is a recent 
teachers job fair at the Vernon Hills 
with over 1,000 teachers looking for 
jobs. 

It's their.spending, not our lack of 
funding that is causing a financial 
problem at the schools.

Parents must become outraged and 
take over the school boards with com- 
petent and professional businessmen 
and women.

Series of Studies Snow Chiropractic 
Effective in Treating Migraines 

Three recent studies further examined the 
efficacy of Chiropractic in ihe management of 
migraine and tension-type headaches. 

The first sludy tested 218 patients who were 
randomly assigned to a Chiropractic group, an 
anti-depressant group, or a group receiving a 
combination of both treatments. 

The groups received their respective 
treatments for a period of eight weeks. Progress • 
was measured using the headache diary, which 
measures frequency and intensity of the 
headache, as well as any over-the-counter 
medication that is used and is documented 
daily by the patient. 

Chiropractic treatment induced a 40% 
reduction in pain and minimal side effects. 58% 
of participants in the other groups reported 
greater side effects, which caused 10% to drop, 
out of the sludy. 

The second sludy was a three-phase study 
over a 12-monih period. 32 patients participated 
and showed statistically significant 
improvement in migraine decreased frequency, 
intensity, disability and medication use. 

The third study was a randomized, controlled 
trial of 83 participants who received 16 
treatments over a two-monili period. The group 
reported a 90% reduction in migraines and 49% 
in the morbidity of each episode 

As studies continue, there is mounting 
evidence of the effectiveness of manipulation in 
the treatment of patients with chronic 
headaches.

Although I never developed my dad's love for these activ- 
ities, I [earned several skills that would serve me well fn 
later Ufa. One of these skills Is essential to the Job search 
.process. He took an entire afternoon to share the differ- 
ences between rifles and shotguns, and when to use 
each, In that same session, he taught ma basic gun safe- ( 
ty and how to clean these weapons. Although this may 
not seem to be a complex subject to hunters, I was not 
familiar with the sport and needed the lesson. A shotgun 
Is projects a large pattern of small "shot" but a rifle sends 
one bullet directly to a very small specific target. Just as ' 
a hunter knows when to use a shotgun and when to use 
( a rifle each Job hunter needs to know which method to , 
use. 

The Rllle Approach . 
Those who know exactly where their career Is headed 
you can use the rifle approach. In this approach, a can- 
didate researches companies that seem to meet specific 
career objectives. They then send a resume to those that 
are the best match. This Is the preferred method for 
those who have a defined career plan because they can 
work toward that goal. However, (hose who use this* 
. method you must have a complete understanding of their 
goals Including: skill strengths, area's (or personal 
growth, geographic preferences, the effects of spiritual 
beliefs on their career, etc. For those who would Ilka to 
do a study of all of these factors, I suggest the book What 
Color Is Your Parachute? 2000 (Bolles, Thomas Nelson: 
Berkeley, CA: Ten Speed Press, 1999). This book will I 
> help to analyze each factor that could influence a job 
search. It is updated every two to three years and is 
available at most libraries and bookstores. 

The Shotgun Approach 
Those who do not have specific career goals and at 
.detailed plan on how to meet those objectives need to 
hake a broader approach. They need to look at all of the ; 
opportunities that are available. They will send a resume 
I to the every company lhat may have a Job opening. They 
will then be considered for varying Job opportunities, 
many of which they may never have considered. Thej 
goal Is to get In the door to Interview at many companies t 
In order to see If they have a job lhat Is a good skill and 
I experience match. One of the difficulties of this method Is i 
' that Iho candidate has not yet Identified what the right Job ' 
i looks like, Subsequently, .Identifying a good Job when It Is 
available may nolbe easy. In the next column, we will 
'explore how to know that right Job when using the shot- 
gun approach,

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Volcanoes - those stifling tree girdles 



Spring Is here, and so is the practice 
of homeowners and landscape contractors 
alike forming "volcanoes." Volcanoes - . 
those unsightly and nonhorricultural 
mounds of soil and mulch around the 
trunks. of trees. 

Mulch piled up against the trunk can 
cause three forms of girdling. One 
involves rotting of the bark due to the 
moist mulch. Once the bark rots away 
from the hardwood, the flow of water and 
nutrients is disrupted, which effectively 
girdles the tree. Also, the moist mulch is a 
perfect breeding ground for disease and 
fungus. 

Another form of girdling involves the 
roots. If mulch is piled around the trunk, 
the roots will start to grow, into it These 
roots tend to stay in the "volcano" and 
then grow around the trunk. As the 
root grows in diameter, it pushes against 
the trunk, which is also trying to grow 
bigger. This "girdling root" will eventually 
strangle the trunk. The third form of 
girdling involves rodents. The deep mulch, 
supplying protection from the weather and 
predators, is a perfect habitat for them. 
They chew off the bark which can cause 
disruption in the flow of water and nutri- 
ents, therefore girdling the tree. 

ILCA has previously printed warnings 
about this practice in monthly Hints and 
full-length articles, but the practice con- 
tinues. The mulch layer should be no 
more than 2 to 3 inches thick and never 
be placed against the trunk. Properly 
applied, mulch is an important amend- 
ment The most important tip of the 
month - stop forming volcanoes! 
FLOWER CARE 

Naturalize daffodil bulbs by removing 
them from flowerbeds after blooms have 
faded, and immediately transplanting to 
where they can remain year round such . 
as edges of woods and ground cover beds. 



It is not wise to leave bulbs in annual 
beds, which will receive a lot of water dur- 
; ing the summer. So why not 'recycle' 
them? Water one time immediately after 
transplanting and let the leaves die back. 
BUG CHECK! 

Check pine trees early in the month 
for Zimmerman pine moths, which cause 
clear or white resin to drip down the tree . 
trunk and branches. Check for European 
pine sawflies (larva with a small, dark 
green body and a shiny black head), which 
work in groups to eat last year's growth. 
Mugo pine is a commonly affected plant 

Check deciduous trees, especially crab 
apple, apple and cherry, for Eastern tent 
caterpillars [black with white stripes) that 
form silk tents in tree branch crotches. 
Early control is simply removing the tents. 

Check for aphids (approximately one- 
eighth inch long, bright green insects) 
feeding on new growth, particularly on 
crab apple, ash, hawthorn and spirea. 
Leaves will appear wet where insects are 
feeding. Minor infestations have only an 
aesthetic effect 
WATER, WATER, WATER 

Water! Winter snows not only add 
moisture to the soil, they also act as a 
blanket protecting small plants from dry- 
ing winds. Due to our lack of significant 
snow cover this last winter, all plants 
require supplemental watering this 
month. This is especially true for ever- 
greens, including broadleaf evergreens 
such as rhododendron and holly, and 
shallow-rooted perennials. The ideal way 
to evaluate the moisture content of the 
soil is the use of a soil probe, which can 
extract a sample of the root zone soil. 
Remember the primary absorbing roots in 
trees are in the top 18 inches of soil and 
extend out beyond the drip line (branch

1. Electrical Outlets: 

Check for loose-fitting plugs which can be a shock or fire hazard. 
Replace missing or broken wallplates so wiring and components 
are not exposed. 

2. GFCIs: 

Make sure GFCIs are installed in your kitchen, bathrooms, ' n 
workshop, basement, garage and outdoor areas where water * 
and electricity are likely to come in contact. Test them { 
monthly to ensure they work properly. 

3. Plugs: 

Never force plugs into outlets. Don't remove the ground 
pin (third prong) to make a threeprong plug fit a two-con- 
ductor outlet. Avoid overloading outlets with adapters and 
too many appliance plugs. 

4. Cords: 

Make sure cords are not frayed or cracked, placed under car- 
pets or rugs, resting on furniture or located in high-traffic areas.

Use on a temporary basis only. They are not intended as permanent 
household wiring. Make sure they have safety closures to protect young 
children from shock hazards and mouth burn injuries. 






6. Light Bulbs: 

Check the wattage to make sure light bulbs match the fixture requirements. Replace 
bulbs that have higher wattage ratings than recommended. Make sure they are screwed 
in securely so they don't overheat. 

7. Circuit Breakers/Fuses: 

Fuses should be properly rated for the circuit they are protecting. If you 
don't know the correct rating, have an electrician identify and label the 
correct size to be used. Always replace a fuse with the same size you 
are removing. Check that circuit breakers are working properly. 

8. Appliances/Electronics:

Inspect for frayed cords, broken plugs and cracked or broken 
housings. Always use an extension cord rated for outdoor use. 

10. Service Capacity: 

Electrical systems can become overloaded. As you continue to 
IIP upgrade your home with more lighting, appliances and electron- 
ics, your home's electrical service capacity may become overbur- 
dened. If fuses blow or circuit breakers trip frequently, you may 
need to increase your home's electrical service and add new branch 
circuits.

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He wallpaper is up. The drapes are hung, 
.- and the furniture is in place. But some- ' 
thing is missing. Decorating is not com- 
plete without a selection of stylish light- 
ing to seamlessly finish the look. 
There was a time when lighting did 
not have the decorating value that it has today. 
The choices were few and the styles limited. Now, 
consumers can find a floor lamp, table-lamp, 
chandelier, pendant or sconce to fit their decor, no 
matter what the room. 

"The industry has evolved," says Monty 
Gilbertson, CLC, manager of Lighting Design by 
Wettstein's in Lacrosse, Wis. "There was a time 10 to 
12 years ago when lighting was in a rut. In the last few 
years — really five to eight — it has turned almost into 
more of an apparel-type market, where on a year-to- 
year basis there can be some hot spots. There are a lot 
of new looks every year." 

Today's looks follow four major developments, according to the experts at the American 
Lighting Association (ALA). 

1. Softer metals. Blame it on the millennium. The new century has brought with it a 
diverse selection of softer metallic finishes. Brushed nickel, stainless steel, pewter, even 
brushed copper, have done their best to dethrone brass as the top finish choice. The softer 
tones of these gray metals make it easier for a lamp to blend with a multi- toned interior, 
according to Dan Blitzer, the American Lighting Association's technical lighting consultant. 
'■2. Painted finishes. The availability of multi- toned, colored Finishes offers consumers 
lamps with more depth and texture, a trend that has come about from the joining of style 
and technology..Maniifacturers now have the ability to elegandy apply layers of color to ere 
ate the finish. The resulting look fits well with traditional styles and allows the fixture to 
blend with many colors in a room. Expect to find colored finishes with a soft tone that may 
include gold or silver flecks and tones of brown and red. Don't forget about white, too, says 
Gilbertson. Textured white finishes are also widely popular. 

3. More authenticity. Developing hand-in-hand with painted finishes are weathered 
Finishes and patinas, which offer a unique, timeless look. "This is the next antique brass," 
says Gilbertson. "It's a'soft, traditional look." The style has become more distinguished and 
authentic with changing technology. "IThis finish] enables you to combine contemporary 




lighting with traditional furnishings, without having 
to resort to a formal, traditionally-styled chandelier, 
which maybe too heavy visually," says Blitzer. 
Many of the painted finishes look so much like an 
original weathered finish that the consumer won't 
be able to tell, says Todd Langner, vice president of 
marketing and product development for Kichler in 
Cleveland. "The whole array of darker, richer 
bronzes is still very, very strong," he says. 

4. Better detail. "Today's fixtures are more 
refined," says Blitzer. "There's more attention to 
detail." Nearly every aspect of the lamp, from the base 
to the pull chain, has earned more decorative detail, 
giving the lamps greater sopliistication. Small details , 
have increased the volume of choices for the consumer 
and have made it easier for the buyer to find a distinct 
style for their home. 



Top It Off 

It isn't possible to consider the weight of lighting in home decor without considering one 
the lamp's most decorative features — the lampshade. It, too, has evolved from the days of 
Limited choices. "Lampshades have gone bonkers," says Gilbertson. "There are all these 
eclectic shades. It has just exploded." 

Shades have taken on a more decorative look with a variety of shapes, fabrics, and adorn- 
ments. Materials from metal and paper to tapestry and sheers have made it onto 
shades. Beads, stones, wire, fringe, and myriad accoutrements create an added flare 
to many designs. Nearly anything — within safety guidelines — can be found atop a 
lampshade. 

No longer is the A-frame shade the only choice, either. Certainly, the off-white silk shade 
in its traditional form is available, but why stop there when you can customize a lamp with 
shades shaped in cylinders, spheres, rectangles and squares. Many shades are also designed 
to fit uniquely with the lamp's overall design.' 

"If [manufacturers! don't have unique shades today, [they] are off, off the market," says 
Orozco. "The development of techniques and technology has taken [designers) outside of 
the square box. It's developed into a trend that has become fashionable, and now I think it *0 
has become an art form."
